WSYIPEs  RETORT 

MONDALE  ELECTION  AFFECTS  HAMS 

The  stunning  upset  victory  of  Senator 
Walter  Mondale  over  President  Ronald 
Reagan  has  thrown  the  Ham  Radio  com¬ 
munity  into  turmoil,  according  to 
sources  within  the  League  of  Radio 
Relaying  Americans.  (LRRA) .  League 
spokesman,  Jerry  Fslwall,  told  the 
WSYIPEs  Retort  that  Presi dent-el ect 
Mondale's  transition  team  is  planning 
to  "completely  review  all  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  American  Ham  Radio  operators 
before  the  new  Mondale  administration 
takes  office."  The  purpose  of  the 
review,  according  to  Felwall,  is  to  see 
if  "all  those  valuable  government  fre¬ 
quences  assigned  to  Hams  can  be  put  to 
better  use  helping  the  poor,  promoting 
world  peace,  raising  taxes,  and  redu¬ 
cing  the  budget  deficit."  Felwall  said 
that  the  LRRA's  Board  of  Directors  felt 
this  scrutiny  was  unwarranted  and  were 
concerned  that  the  review  would  have  a 
"chilling  effect"  on  the  activities  of 
Hams. 

To  get  to  the  bottom  of  the  story,  I 
called  the  Mondale  Transition  Team 
headquarters  in  Washington,  D.C.  and 
talked  to  Team  Chief,  Alexander  Slam- 
fang,  Jr.  Mr  Slamfang  was  almost  co¬ 
operative  and  was  semi-willing  to  be 
interviewed.  Here  are  exerpts  from 
that  interviews 

SLAMFANG:  Yea,  watch  want? 

W5YIPES:  We  have  heard  that  the  Mon¬ 
dale  Transition  Team  is  planning  to 
review  the  activities  of  American  Ham 
Radio  operators  before  Mr,  Mondale 
takes  office.

Did  Reagan  resign 
or  something?  Who  are  you,  anyway? 

You  some  kind  of  wimp? 

WSYIPES:  I'm  afraid  we  must  have  a 
bad  connection.  How  does  Mr.  Mondale 
feel  about  Amateur  Radio. 

SLAMFANG:  How  the  hell  should  I  know? 

I  have  to  go  now, 

WSYIPES:  Wait!  Before  you  go,  tell 
us  how  you  think  the  admini stration 
will  view  Ham  Radio.

Obviously,  this  was  not  a  very 
satisfactory  interview,  so  I  called  the 
White  House  and,  after  I  identified 
myself,  I  asked  if  there  was  any  in 
autority  where  who  could  clarify  what 
was  going  on  in  the  transition  of 
administrations.  Imagine  my  surprise 
when  the  White  House  operator  put  me 
through  to  President  Reagan,  himself.

UTC  or  GMT? 

(By  WE48  in  the  DXtra,  via  radiation, 
Chattanooga  TN,  via  ARMS  Bulletin) 

The  time  Zones  which  we  use,  such  as 
ESI,  MST,  etc.,  or  for  that  matter, 
Zulu  time,  are  all  related  to  Coordi¬ 
nated  Universal  Time  (UTC).  For  the 
purpose  of  radio  communications,  Green¬ 
wich  Mean  Time  (GMT)  is  out. 

GMT  was  based  on  solar  time,  i.e.,  the 
earth's  orbit  around  the  sun.  It  was, 
if  you  wish,  astronomi cal  time.  Because 
the  orbit  of  the  earth  around  the  sun 
is  not  circular,  corrections  had  to  be 
made,  thus  creating  "mean  solar  time." 
The  system  served  us  well  for  many 
years  until  something  better  came  along 
in  the  form  of  atomic  oscillators.

Atomic  oscillators  are  extremely  accu¬ 
rate,  and  give  the  benefit  of  a  very 
uniform  time  scale.  On  the  other  hand, 
navigators  require  a  clock  tied  to  the 
exact  position  of  the  earth  and  are 
therefore  less  impressed  with  the  uni¬ 
formity  of  time.  In  fact,  precise 
navigation  requires  conversion  back 
from  UTC.  Bo,  you  see,  you  cannot 
please  all  at  the  same  time.  In  fact, 
the  new  UTC  system,  which  was  adopted 
in  1971  and  became  effective  in  1972, 
is  a  compromise  between  the  scientist's 
desire  for  a  uniform  time  scale  and  the 
navigator's  need  for  solar  time  which 
is  referred  to  as  UTI.  UTC  is  main¬ 
tained  by  atomic  clocks  at  a  uniform 
scale  up'  to  an  error  of  9/10  of  a 
second  compared  to  the  navigators  time. 
At  that  point  a.  leap  second  is  intro¬ 
duced  as  correction.  If  you  listen 
carefully  to  WWV,  you  may  hear  the 
double  icks  or  pulses  after  the  start 
of  each  minute.  This  gives  you  the  UTC 
-UTI  correction,  in  units  of  0.1 
second.  The  location  of  the  double 
tick  within  the  minute  gives  the  sign 
{+  or  -)  of  the  correction.

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HEftlKCR  OPERATIONS  TINE  AT  HAND: 

(Editor's  Note:  This  is  a  letter  from  Rob  Hummel , 
RA9ZTY,  our  staid  Net  Control  Station  during  heavy 
weather.  Rob  holds  forth  on  Baraboo  346.28/88  for  our 
severe  weather  nets.) 

It's  getting  close  to  that  time  of  year  again.,  the 
time  when  you  sill  start  hearing  those  April  showers, 
with  thunder,  lightning,  high  winds,  and  sore,  etc.  in 
thes.  It's  a  good  idea  for  everyone  to  get  familiar 
with  the  progras  again. 

In  the  past,  we,  the  participants  on  the  Severe  Weather 
Net  have  had  an  excellent  track  record,  and  scored  some 
pretty  good  points  with  the  National  Weather  Service, 
and  with  a  lot  of  local  and  state  officials  with  our 
excellence  in  reporting  the  weather. 

Ka  have  had  an  outstanding  audience,  Hat  and  non-Ha® 
alike,  who  have  used  our  Net  to  determine  what  action 
they  should  take  or  not  take  for  their  safety.  Even 
with  our  minor  problems,  we  have  cose  out  shining. 

I  would  like  to  take  a  minute  to  say  “thanks"  to  all 
who  participated  the  past  years,  and  welcome  to  vou 
newcomers. 

After  the  Barneveld  Tornado  last  year,  the  net  became 
noticeably  very  undisciplined  and  at  times,  unprofes¬ 
sional.  This  was  largely  due  to  a  lot  of  people  mean¬ 
ing  very  well,  but  who  really  had  nothing  to  report. 
They  wanted  to  help,  but  there  was  nothing  to  help 
with,  so,  it  is  a  good  idea  to  read  over  these  guide¬ 
lines  very  carefully,  before  the  next  batch  of  severe 
weather  sets  in. 


1.  THE  WISCONSIN  SEVERE  WEATHER  NET  will  be  called  to 
order,  on  the  146.28/148.88  Baraboo  repeater,  with 
the  alternate  being  346,36/146.78  in  case  Baraboo 
goes  down,  during  times  of  Severe  Weather,  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  NWS  Truss  Field,  or  by  a  Severe  Thun¬ 
derstorm  Warning,  or  Tornado  Warning.  We  will  not 
activate  for  a  Severe  Thunderstorm  Watch,  or  a  Tor¬ 
nado  Watch,  UNLESS  conditions  warrant  such  activa¬ 
tion,  or  it  is  felt  necessary  by  the  NWS. 


2.  Check  into  the  net  only  when  checkins  are  asked  for. 
This  will  be  done  as  time  permits,  and  will  be  done 
for  specific  counties.  When  checking  in,  give  your 
call  letters  and  location,  and  listen  to  be  sure 
you're  not  doubling.  DO  NOT  GIVE  WEATHER  CONDITIONS 
UNLESS  WE  ASK  FOR  THEM,  OR  UNLESS  THEY  ARE  OF  SEVERE 
NATURE!  We  will  have  a  lot  of  stations  on  frequency 
who  say  have  severe  weather  to  report,  and  when 
you're  giving  your  light  shower  report,  he  say  be 
trying  to  report  a  touchdown  and  go  off  the  air 
waiting  to  get  in. 


3.  DO  NOT  SOLICIT  WEATHER  REPORTS!!  Now,  we  understand 
this  is  a  two  way  street.  Our  primary  purpose  is  to 
provide  emergency  weather  data  and  help  the  NWS.  As 
a  secondary  benefit,  we  are  blessed  with  up  to  the 
minute  weather  data,  which  will  be  collected,  sorted 
and  disseminated  on  frequency  for  the  benefit  and 
pleasure  of  the  stations  as  (A)  Time  permits  (Bi  As 
Matches  and  Warnings  are  issued  (C)  Every  35  minutes 
or  so  as  (A)  and  (B)  permit. 


PLEASE  DO  NOT: 

(A!  Ask  Net  Control  about  the  weather  at  a  location 
because  a  relative  or  friend  lives  there. 

(B)  Break  in  to  say  it  has  started  or  stopped  raining 
at  a  particular  location. 

\C)  Break  in  and  say  sirens  are  going  off  at  a  particu¬ 
lar  location..  We  know  they  are..  Me  get  the  warn¬ 
ings  first! 

sD)  Break  in  to  let  Net  Control  know  it  is  quiet  and 
that  you  are  terminating.  If  you  are  not  there 
when  we  call,  we  will  assume  the  weather  has  passed 
your  area. 

IE)  Don't  break  in  with  old  data,  i.e,  heard  from 
broadcast  radio,  warnings  issued  by  weather  radio, 
etc..  We  have  all  this  data. 

PLEASE  BG  REPORT; 

<A)  Report  all.  hail  activity. 

!B)  Excessively  heavy  rains  (Such  as:  One  report  was  7 
inches  in  less  than  an  hour.) 

tC)  Report  winds  in  excess  of  55  m.p.h.,  and”  how  you 
determined  it.,  (i.e.,  specify  whether  you  used  an 
anemometer,  or  if  you  used  visual.  Light  damage 
begins  to  occur  at  55  si.p.ii. i 

(D)  Give  TINE,  SOURCE,  and  LOCATION  of  your  weather 
phenomenon.  Example:  NA?ZTY..;,.  N9AAA,  Tornado 
touchdown,  13:33,  reported  by  Green  Lake  Pfi...  3 
miles  N.  City  Green  Lake,  moving  ENE  20  m.p.h. 

(E)  Unusually  heavy  lightning. 

(F)  And,  of  course,  damage  done  by  storms,  tornadoes, 
funnels,  and  downspouts. 

(B)  If  you  don't  know  all  of  the  data,  specify  that  vou 
don’t  know.  DON'T  ASSUME! 

Please  keep  in  mind:  There  is  an  Amateur  Radio  Operator 
at  the  National  Heather  Service  and  a  Net  Control,  and 
liaison  stations  who,  in  a  lot  of  cases,  would  rather 
be  doing  something  else...  so: 

A.  Keep  the  frequency  dear.  Do  not  idly  chit  chat. 
If  you  need  to  call  a  station,  dear  it  through  Net 
Control,  call  your  station,  and  move  off  quickly. 

B.  Do  not  call  the  operator  at  the  National  Weather 
Service  directly.  The  reason  for  this  is  there  is 
too  much  activity  at  NNS  for  that  station  to  conduct 
net  activities.  This  is  work  for  the  people  at  NWS 
and  they  do  not  want  to  be  distracted.  That  is  the 
reason  there  is  a  separate  Net  Control. 

C.  Use  the  local  net.  There  will  now  be  local  nets 
with  liaisons  reporting  to  146.88.  They  are: 

Dane  County  146.34/346.94 

Dodge  County  146.04/146.64 

Green  Lake  County  146.955/346.355 

Jefferson  County  New  Jefferson  County  Repeater 

If  you  cannot  get  into  these  groups,  or  if  they  have 

not  activated,  then  use  146.28/146.88. 
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PROCEDURES  DURING  WORKING  HOURS: , 

HONI TOR,  do  not  talk,  on  146.80.  Obey  all  of  the  above 
procedures.  Do  NOT  call  me  on  the  air  to  ask  about  the 
weather.  I  will  be  working,  and  I  will  be  aonitoring 
for  ONLY  SEVERE  HEATHER  REPORTS,.  Please  do  not  sit  and 
bitch  because  there  is  no  net.  Remember,  we  do  have  to 
work  for  a  living,  and  do  not  get  paid  for  running 
weather  nets. 

I  have  a  direct  line  into  lib’s,  and  will  handle  all 
emergency  traffic  as  it  coses  up,  I  will  not  respond 
to  inquiries  or  calls  other  than  stations  with  Severe 
Heather  reports  only.  If  N8S  wants  and  there  is  a 
station  who  does  not  have  to  work,  and  can  go  out  to 
NWS/Truax,  we  will  be  communicating  with  his,  and,  if 
conditions  warrant,  set  up  an  alternate  NCS. 

This  all  sounds  pretty  mean,  cut,  dried  and  organized, 
but,  unfortunately,  necessary.  The  last  thing  I  want 
to  do  is  discipline  sy  friends  in  net  procedure,  for 
when  you  do,  you  lose  a  friend  and  become  an  instant 
bad  guy.  PLEASE  DON'T  HAKE  IT  NECESSARY! 

Don't  sake  sy  job  any  harder  than  it  is.  Review  your 
emergency  procedures  outlined  in  the  ARRL  manuals  and 
try  to  follow  them. 

Remember  the  Wisconsin  Sideband  Net,  3.985,  5:30  p.a. 
CST..  He  do  activate  there  in  very  special  cases. 

Thanks  to  all  of  you  who  have  aade  it  the  best  net  in 
the  land!!

Please  specify  if  you  are  fixed  or 
mobile. 

c.  When  NCS  asks  for  general  checkins,  as  time  permits. 

3.  REPORTING 

a.  Call  sign,  location,  condition,  time  observed, 
source. 

b.  Severe  Criteria:  Winds  in  excess  of  50  HPH.  Hail, 
1/4“  dia.  or  greater,  excessive  lightning,  heavy 
rain. 

c.  Damage,  cause,  how  much  to  what,  etc. 

d.  Flooding,  where,  area  affected,  depth. 

•  e.  If  details  are  sketchy,  or  not  known,  state  so, 
don't  fabricate. 

B,  OPERATION  DURING  WORKING  HOURS 

1.  Limited  Operation 

a.  Severe  WX  conditions  only. 

b.  Keep  frequency  clear. 

c.  No  updates  on  weather. 

d.  No  General  checkins  will  be  taken.
